Ching 
Ming reminds them that they are indeed unfilial sons who 
chose to leave the lands of their forefathers. Ching Ming 
reminds them that one day when they die, they will prob- 
ably be buried in America and not in China.

We fully sympathize with the agony of the new immi- 
grants. It is indeed painful to go through the process of up- 
rooting and transplanting. America ls not a land Paved with 
gold and bursting with geneiosity. Americai li ke many' places 
in the world, is a land of both opportunities and problems. 
Immigrants should not come over with false hopes and dis- 
torted expectations. However，once adjusted, they may not 
regret theilr earlier decision. 

But the decision of becoming a resident 1s very different 
from that of becoming a citizen. The cholce of coming to 
America does not automatically mean the cholice of becom- 
ing an American: And this may seem incomprehensible to 
some: many Chinese who chose to live here may not want 
to die or be buried here. In short，they have not made 
America their fmal home. 

Supported by the idqea that all Chinese should returin to 
their ancestral burial places in China， many family associa- 
tions still maintain temporary burial grounds im the Unlted 
States. In Hong Kong, there are probably thousands of urns 
still waiting for the final passage to thelir native villages. 工 he 
Chinese government，which has been discouraging “feudal 
and superstitious acts， has refused to grant Visas to human 
remalins. 


At this time of Ching Ming，we feel that it is good for 


Chinese-Americans to observe this occaslion of remembrance. 
It is good for us to keep the best in Chinese traditions, It 1$ 
good for us to give thanks to our ancestors. It ls good for 
families to gather in times of special days and commemora- 
tions. 

However, this is also tme for us to decide to take root im 
the United States. This ls time for family associattons to 
make plans for permanent cemeteries. Thls ls time for us to 
lessen the agony of our children and grandchildren， 

Let us make the choice a permanent one. 上 or those of us 


who chose to live here, let us create new “ancestral grounds”

After the demise of Min Ch'ing in 1959, major dramatic presenta- 
tions in the community were limited to the Chung Lau Drama Club

tion enjoyed the Support of most of the Chinatown establishment and 
was the recipient of an award from the Nationalist govermment in Tai- 
wan. 

In recent years，a promising drama movement has also developed 
among Chinese university students. Just as the Sino-Japanese War in- 
spired the staging of many plays in the Chinese community, so the 
movement protesting Japanese infringement of Chinese sovereignty at 
the Tiaoyutai Islands produced a similar effect among the students. 

The first drama of these students was TsaoYi's “Sunrise”( 日 出

COMMUNICATIONS GAP 

Foster, the top man in the Oak- 
land school system，explained in 
detail what the school district was 
doing to curtail the violence .in the 
schools. But an inattentive recep- 
tion of his speech epitomized the 
communications gap that exists 
between the Chinese students and 
school officials. It's more than a 
difference of language. 

While many of the Chinese stu- 
dents at the meeting didn't have a 
full command of 了 English，they 
understood enough to decide that 
what Foster was saying didn't re- 
late to them. His words, and those 
of other official speakers，didn't 
touch，nor reassure，noOT asSuage， 
nor move the Chinese students. 
They did not believe the schools 
Were safe. 

This was evident a few minutes 
after Foster finished his speech. 
A_ Chinese youth spoke up from 
the audience，He，in effect，said， 
“We don't want to hear any more 
fancy speeches. We want to know 
让 we're going to be safe in 
school.” 了 Foster had just finlished 
saying he thought they would be 
safe 一 but his words，and those of 
the other officials，fell on deaf 
ears，From that point on，the 
meeting went into high gear. The 
fear and anger of the Chinese stu- 
dents poured forth-

Asian students. He then accused 
School authorities of using a 
double standard in disciplining 
students. Specifically，he referred 
to a situation at Oakland High's 
cafeteria on a day following the 
killing. 

He salid that there were two 
tables full of black students from 
Tech High，but instead of asking 
them to _ leave Oakland High， 
school officials told some or all of 
Oakland High's Aslian male Stu- 
dents to leave school，presumably 
to avoid any confrontations. Also， 
this student said, authorities con- 
fiscated weapons from Asian stu- 
dents，who reportedly had armed 
themselves for self-protection 


against possible revenge by black 


Students. 

Then two Tech High- Chinese 
students asked again justhow safe 
the schools were. They recounted 
incidents in which，according to 
them, Chinese students 一 boys and 
girls 一 were threatened and har- 
assed by groups of black students. 
There were also unconfirmed re- 
ports that some 30 Chinese stu- 
dents at Tech were assaulted by 
black students following the- kill- 
ing. 

Both the principals of Oakland 
High and Tech High claimed that 
such incidents hadn't been re- 
ported to 也 em. William H. Miller， 
the Tech principal, vowed to meet 
with Chinese students to get their 
Version of events，then try to re- 
solve problems. After some prod- 
dingby George Woo, a well-known 
spokesman for Chinatown youth， 
Frank Schultz，the Oakland High 
Principal, also agreed to meet with 
Chinese students to hear their 
grievances. 

OMINOUS TONE 

The Chinese students reportedqly 
came away from the meeting 
pleased that they had had a chance 
to _ talk and that school authori- 
ties had agreed to meet with them. 
But problems don't disappear that 
easily，and there was an ominous 
tone _ about some of the com- 
plaints，a bitterness and anger that 
could explode into uncontrolled 
Violence: 

Atone point near the end of the 
meeting，one Oakland High stu- 
dent defended the right of Asian 
students to carry weapons, alleged- 
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ly for self-defense purposes, imply- 
ing that he didn't believe that au- 
thorities could make the schools 


safe for them. Then he warned， 


“If an Asian Student gets hurt; 
then we're going to answer it with 
an eye for an eye.”Captain Loth- 
rop and Miller both chastised the 
student for invoking that kind of 
solution， saying that it really 
won't solve the complex and emo- 
tional issue of racial tensions. 

Racial tensions among school 
children in general and between 
Chinese and black students specif- 
ically aren't new，City schools， 
comprising largely students from 
multi-ethnic and poor or lower- 
middle-class economic back- 
grounds，have experienced racial 
Problems for years。 Tough kids 
shake down the meek. They ex- 
change inflammatory racial insults. 
Gang fights aren'tuncormrmon， 

FIGHTING BACK 

Usually, though, the Chinese stu- 
dents have tried to avoid confron- 
tations. What's new now is the re- 
action of some Chinese students; 
they _ are _ fighting back 一 and 
they're demanding equal treat- 
ment 一 for protection, for redress 
of grievances 一 from school and 
other authorities. 

No one knows for certain wheth- 
er the_ tragic killing was indeed 
racially motivated. .But students 
of both races didn't wait for ra- 
tional explanations。 Feelings ap- 
Parently have been raw for a 
while，and the chaos and rumors

in Oakland attest to that. If re- 
ports are _ true that the three Mc- 
Chesney Chinese students reacted 
violently to the taunts of a Tech 
black students 一 a reaction that re- 
sulted in the killing 一 then the in- 
cident marks a serious turn for the 
worse in _ already tense relations 
between the two 和 昧 oups of stu- 
dents. 

The violent response of Chinese 
students to what they Perceive as 
racial harassment may easily be 
decried by those who aren t daily 
harassed or threatened， But from 
their point of view, the attitude of 
revenge is an understandable, 让 a 
profoundly regrettable, Sentiment. 

Those who still hope ,for peace 
and harmony among the various 
groups naturally iust question 
the attitude of the Chinese youth 
Who_ swore revenge for any act of 
violence against an Asian student， 
But these are violent，irrational 
times and it seems thatno amount 
of moralizing is going to eradicate 
that atmosphere. 

MANY EMOTIONS 

Negative racial feelings encom- 
pass so many emotions，sSo much 
jignorance，so many complexities， 
misunderstandings and fears that 
neither side is ”completely to 
blame 一 aor completely blameless. 
There exists a large irony in the 
current situation: Here are two of 
America's most oppressed colored 
minorities at one another's 
throats. Here are young people of 
both 处 oups experiencing hatreds 
that， 计 allowed to 于 ow，fore- 
shadow social disharmony” ”for 
years to come. 

There of course aren't any easy 
solutions 一 and anyone who claims 
there are is a naive dreamer. The 
Chinatown meetings were neededi 
they allowed Chinese students to 
get some heavy things off their 
chests. But they must go beyond 
that. There are reports that some 
Chinese students intend to meet 
with members of the Black Stu- 
dent Union. That seems a logical 
next step in trying to cool the 
situation 一 to be sure，a Very 
necessary step. 

As George Woo said at the con- 
clusion of the. first meeting last 
week, “This is a start. ”But he 
also indicated that further meet- 
ings to air out Problems，to dis- 
cuss possible solutions，are essen- 
tial to improved relations between 
Chinese and black students. 
Whether those meetings will ever 
take Place remains to be seen.

Jenkins reported that the most 
common brand names for heroin 
distributed in Asia are“Double 
UO _ Globe Brand”“Tiger and 
Globe Brand”"and“Flying Tiger.” 

GOLDEN TRIANGLE 

When asked about where exactly 
the heroin and opium is being Pro- 
duced today，Jenkins explained 
that it was being grown and PITOcC- 
essed in what is known as the 
“Golden Triangle” area of north- 
ern Burma, Laos, and northeastermn 
Thailand.，、According to Jenkins， 
there is very little smuggling of 
dope ito Burma and Laos. 

These two countries produce 
most of the opium and heroin: 
today. Shipment is then made to 
other countries. Thailand is a main 
transport site as the narcotics are 
then sent to other parts of the 
world. 

“The border area between Thai- 
land and the People's Republic is 
fairly open,” emphasized Jenkins. 
If there was any transportation 
of drugs into Thailand from the 
People's Republic，the people liv- 
ing in this area would have to 
know about it, since armed guards 
would be providing Protection for 
such shipments. This would make 
these attempts conspicuous to the 
local population.… 

Jenkins went on to say that 
every U.S. investigation made in 
Southeast Asia to date shows that 
there are absolutely no shipments 
of opium or heroin coming into 
Southeast Asia from the People s 
Republic. 

“The individuals engaged in the 
dope business in Southeast Asia 


are Chinese，but as far as we know 
they have no connection with the 
govermment of mainland China，” 
stated Jenkins. 

It is general knowledge，accord- 


ing to Jenkins，that there are 
numerous heroin laboratories 
throughout Burma，Laos and 
northern Thailand. These labs Pro- 
duce “number four”heroin, whlch 
is 95 per cent pure. Jenkins said 
that such heroin has been selized 
in Thailand on a number of occa- 
Sions-. 
KMT TERRITORY 

It is also known that Kuomin- 
tang forces have operated in north- 
easterm _ Thailand since they were 
forced out of Burma's Shan States 
in,1961. 

When questioned about the Pres- 
ence of Kuomintang troops in 
Thailand,| Jenkins responded，

“KMT forces control their own 
areas in Thailand. These 玫 MT ir- 
regulars do mnot let Thali forces 
into their area. Similarly，they do 
not let any other groups into their 
area. In this manner, they help the 
Thai government maintain the 
northern border of the country. 

“At present the Thai military is 
too weak to mount an offensive 
against the 玫 MT-held territory. 
Besides，even it the Thali govern- 
ment were strong enough to wrest 
control of this area from the 
KMT，they would thenm have to 
coritrol the area themselves. This 
would be difficult，since the area 
conslsts of rugged mountain 
ranges.” 

Three main 处 oups_ control a 
strip of territory roughly 75 miles 
long im the extreme north of Thai- 
land，along the Burmese border. 
The first，located at Mae Salong， 
30 miles northwest of Chiangral， 
is the headquarters for the 天 MT 
Fifth Army, comprising 1800 men. 
General Tuan Shi-wen，age 61， 
commands thils group，which oper- 
ates eleven radio posts east of the 
Salween River. One-tenth of his 
force are trained soldqiers; the rest 
are Immercenary hill tribesmen, hired 
as oplium smugglers. 

The second force 1s located at 
Tam Ngop, some 50 miles west of 
the main town of Chiangrai. This 
site is the headquarters for the 
KMT Third Army，consisting of 
1400 men and commanded by 
General LI Wen-huan. General Li 
has a string of seven radio posts 
located west of the Salween River， 
stretching from Tam Ngop，Thai- 
ljand，to Lashio in the northern 
Burma Shan States， 

SABOTAGE FORAYS 

Each of these radio posts has 
between 80 and 100 天 MT sol- 
diers，Besides serving as guarqs， 
these troops function as Purchasers 
of Burmese opium. Generals Li 
and Tuan between them control 
approximately 60,000 square miles 
and handle about 90 per cent of 
Burma's “exports of opium to 
northern Thailand. These generals 
collect a $4.50“duty” on every 
kilo (2.2 pounds) of opium enter- 
ing Ihalland. 

The third major 必 MT unit oper- 
ates from Fang，Thailand，and is 
referred to as the First Indepen- 
dent Unit. General Ma Ching-kuo 
commands 400 well-trained men. 
This unit conducted cross-border 
espionage and sabotage forays into 
the People's Republic up until late 
1971. Arms and ammunition are 
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in heroin 


supplied to _ this _ unit from Ban 
Houel Sal, Laos. 

It may be coincidental that the 
CIA, in its 1971 analysis of the. 
dope trade in the Golden Triangle 
area，revealed that the region's 
largest heroin factory is located 
just north of Ban Houei Sai，with 
a capacity to process 100 kilos 
(220 pounds) of raw oplium Per 
day. This factory can produce 3.6 
tons of herolin per year. 

General Ma is reportedly under 
the overall supervision of Chiang 
Ching-kuo, and as a result enjoyed 
continued financial Support from 
Taiwan after the Taiwan regime 
made an“official”announcement 
claiming severance of ties with all 
KMT forces in Thailand in 1961. 

After Taiwan reportedly cut of 
financial support for Generals Li 
and Tuan in 1961，they were 
forced to rely upon the opium 
traffic to _ finance their military 
operations. As General Tuan told 
a_ British reporter for the London 
Weekend Telegraph，March 10， 
196 7， 
and that 1 why we deal with 
opium. We _ have to continue to 
fight the evil of Communism, and 
to fight you imust have an army， 
and an army Imust have guns，and 
to buy guns you must have 
money。Jn_ these mountains the 
only money is opium.” 

In mid-1971，the CIA reported 
that Mae ,Salong，General Tuan s 
headquarters camp,， was the site of 
one of the “most important” 


:heroin laboratories in the Golden 


Triangle region. 
HEROIN LABORATORIES 

“There are heroin production 
laboratories in the reglon con- 
trolled by 开 MT groups in Ihai- 
land;,”acknowledged Jenkins. 
“These labs need armed Protec- 
tion. Also needing protection are 
the mnule caravans bringing in the 
raw opium harvest (in October 
and November) and the chemicals 
needed to produce heroin. Most of 
the chemists at these labs are Chi- 
nese brought in from Hong 玉 ong.” 

“The KMT groups operating in 
Thailand arrange for the sale and 
transportation of opium in their 
area” continued Jenkins.“These 
forces control the opium which is 
grown within their area of con- 
trol.” 

Jenkins explained that heroin 
produced in the Golden Triangle 
region is usually shipped to 也 ong 
Kong in junks. While it would be 
possible to fly the contraband to 
Hong 开 ong in Private planes，this 
method would be rather danger- 
ous, since the aircraft would have 
to pass through the airspace of 
Cambodia, Laos and Vietnam. 

Jenkins did not mention the 
possibility of transporting heroin 
aboard commercial and military 

、aircraft. 

He responded negatively to the 
idea that junks transporting heroin 
to 了 Hong 玉 ong might have to pass 
through Communist-controlled 
waters so that Communists would 
have the opportunity to collect 
tolls and fees from this traffic. 

“These junks do not have to 
enter Communist waters or terri- 
tory。Besides，every day in 百 ong

According to Jenkins，the only 
way to stop drugs from flooding 
into the U.S. is to have more ee 和 fi- 
cient border control and deter- 
rents，attack the wholesale distrib- 
utors， and disrupt production 
areas. 

“The most effective Pressure 
that can be brought, from a broad 
legal base， is to increase penalties 
for engaging in drug traffic in the 
U.S., rather than to attempt to in- 
crease penalties on foreigners，” 
Jenkins stated. “The U.S must 
cooperate with law enforcement 
agencies in other countries in 
order to stop the flow of dope.” 

As to whether the U.S. is onjly 
interested in stopping the 所 ow of 
drugs into the U.S9.,and cares litte 
if the drugs are diverted to other 
countries，Jenkins said,，“First of 
all，our efforts are designed to 
protect the American public, since 
that ls the job of the American 
government.
